The Postoffice Department has now announced the forthcoming isssue of seven different sets of five stamps each, in denominations of 
lc, 144c, 2c, 3c and be values. Seven different sets of five values each, each set will honor five different Famous Americans of the 
group to which the set will be devoted. The seven different groups will consist of a set for Artists, Authors, Composers, Educators, 
Inventors, Poets and Scientists. The advance announcement states that the stamps will probably be issued in sequence of alphabetical 
order for the groups and that it is most probable that the pictures will be selected by alphabetical order for the individual stamps. 
It is stated that the first of these stamps will probably appear in December and the others in rapid succession thereafter. 


Linprint will prepare Seven Distinctive Sets of Five Covers each, 
for each of these various groups. 


We are now at work on planning designs and selecting subjects for the various sets and stamps to be issued. Any advance offers 
are without obligation and are based on the subjects and information now made public by the Postoffice Department.

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e War and Stamps 


TARTING in 1914 and throughout 

the entire world war and even 

after, with mandated territories and 

allotments by the League of Na- 
tions and seizure of colonies and this 
outright domination, stamps were issued 
by the hundreds and it is to be expected 
in the present conflict. However, one 
cannot see such a profusion of stamps as 
in the last war. Between 1914 and the 
end of the war nearly one thousand occu- 
pation stamps were issued and readjust- 
ment stamps amounted to nearly 1500. 
Then there were the war tax stamps 
issued principally by the British Ameri- 
can Colonies with a few others such as 
Gibraltar, Ceylon, Malta and New Zea- 


land. There were the Victory issues 
of Barbados, Bahamas, Australia, Br. 
Honduras, Newfoundland and others.

Now to foresee what may come out 
of this conflict one must study the 
different political structures as they 
are today and as they were in 1914. 
First of all, 65% of all stamps were 
issued because Great Britain, France, 
Portugal, Belgium and their Colonial 
powers seized German colonies such 
as India seized Tanganyika, etc. Now, 
in this war, Germany has no Colon- 
ial empire to seize, so this possibility of 
a profusion of new issues and occupation 
stamps can be eliminated, providing the 
war is confined to Great Britain, France, 
Poland and Germany assuming the allied 
forces are victorious. Apparently the 
British and French fleets have the Ger- 
man fleet (small at present) tied up so 
that they cannot seize any French or 
British possessions. Submarines are of 
no use for such work. However, there 
may be occupation stamps very soon for 
the Saar, as apparently France and 
Great Britain want to disable that great 
industrial center of coal, iron and steel, 
without which Germany will be handi- 
capped. There may be German occu- 
pation stamps for Poland. There may 
also be war-tax stamps and eventually 
Victory sets, but as the situation stands 
with the four governments no great 
splurge of new issues seems possible. The 
others may be supplemented by some 
form of charity, semi-postal or Red Cross

stamps. In the last war a number of 
these were issued and used freely to ob- 
tain funds for veterans and disabled sol- 
diers. Of course one thing that is quite 
possible and might make for many new 
items would be that many stamp issuing 
countries who don’t print their own 




















stamps but have them produced in Eng 
land, France or Germany may have to 
get them printed in the United States 
or elsewhere. This might change the 
perforations, shades, types of printing 
and paper which of course would add a 





great number of new items. However, 
these could or could not be just varieties 
or the changes might be sufficient to be 
classified as major items. Such things 
as these only time can tell. 

What will happen to prices of British 
Colonials, French and other stamps? One 
can only guess but we will assume that 





the same applies to all four countries at 
war as to Great Britain. As I write this 
the pound is quoted at $4.10 to $4.20, a 
drop of about sixty cents per pound 
sterling. Now this fundamentally will 
only affect the current issues, older or 
obsolete issues cannot be replaced so the 
pound value has no relation to anything 
except those issues of which supplies can 





be obtained at the prevailing rate for 
the pound. 

Now to many unfamiliar with obtain- 
ing these current stamps it will be im- 
mediately expected that the price of the 
sets will adjust itself to the rate of ex- 
change. However that is not true. First, 
because it may not be possible to replace 
supplies of current issues due to the un- 
usual hazards of war. At the moment 
with the pound at $4.10 or $4.20 and the 
war risk insurance at the new rate, it 
costs over $4.85 per pound to get the 
stamps which is 15c per pound increase 
in cost, at today’s rate of exchange. So 
the war risk insurance, without which the 
importation of stamps would be suicidal, 
costs more than the pound has dropped

and the net cost per pound sterling of 
face value of stamps has really advanced 
and not declined. This is probably the 
reason that in the last week hundreds of 
collectors have written us about new 
issue service and our volume of business 
is far ahead of expectation. 

In the week closing we added on 284 
new customers who had never dealt with 
us before and the reason is obvious. 
They, the ones who know, don’t want to 
send abroad for items they can obtain in 
the United States. There are a number 
of other reasons; first, the unsettled mar- 
ket; second, the possible loss of their 
remittance and their mail being lost, 
submarined or what not; third, if the or- 
der and remittance does get across it 
has to be sent back as sufficient funds 
have not been added to cover war risk 
insurance which may change from day 
to day, or if the foreign dealer doesn’t 
care about your money he just ships the 
stamps, he has your money and the loss, 
if any, is yours, and then a few unscrupu- 
lous dealers might just keep the money 
and say the items were sent, what then? 
There always seems to be some who take 
advantage of every opportunity. For the 
time being at least it may be wise for 
us on the North American Continent to 
get what we can here and wait for other 
items, unobtainable in America now, 
until later on.

Triumphal Arch stamps was 

placed by the local Bureau of 

Posts at the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, Washington, D. C., 
since last May, according to Amando 
Marquez, chief of the Philatelic Section. 
Three values will be issued for these 
commemoratives—2, 6 and 12 centavos 
—the designs of which are those pre- 
viously reported in this column, namely, 
(1) The act of signing the Tydings-Mc- 
Duffie Law by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt; (2) The act of taking oath 
of office by President Manuel L. Que- 
zon as first president of the Common- 
wealth of the Philippines; and (3) The 
Triumphal Arch to be erected at the 
intersection of Taft Avenue and Padre 
Burgos Street, the site where the Com- 
monwealth was inaugurated. 

In all probability, issuance of these 
stamps will be made on November 15 
of the present year, coincident with the 
Fourth Anniversary of the Common- 
wealth, it was learned from the Philip- 
pine postal authorities. Proceeds of these 
stamps will be spent for the erection of 
the Commonwealth Triumphal Arch, and 
as reported before, this arch would not 
be made of bamboo, for it will cost half 
a million pesos ($250,000.00). 





If gossip is taken for a deed, the next 
commemorative stamp of this country 
will be issued in honor of the proposed 
first visit of President Roosevelt to the 
Philippines, sometime next year. 





Realizing the impossibility for con- 
testants to submit the number of entries 
as required by the sponsors of the First 
Philippine Stamp Design Contest, it has 
been considered that contestants may sub- 
mit even one design only. That is, instead 
of a set of fifteen for the postage and 
a set of three for the airmail as form- 
erly required, contestants may simply 
submit either one design for the postage, 
or one for the airmail, or may submit 
as many entries as they wish. 

It is requested that entries for the 
Postage be submitted to the Asociacion 
Filatelica de Filipinas, P. O. Box 711, 
Manila, P. I., and those for the airmail 
should be addressed to the Philippine Air 
Mail Society. P. O. Box 716, Manila. 
As previously reported in this column, 
there are 100 pesos, good Philippine 
money for each winning design, if the 
competing designer plays the right music.

of the Manila Court of First Instance, 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of 200 
pesos in each case and to suffer subsid-

This is not a case of December and 
May, but an observance held in July— 
the results of which boomerang in June! 
Reference is made to a display adver- 
tisement by a Manila mail-order dealer, 
which appeared in the June 26 issue of 
Mekeel’s. The ad conveys to the Amer- 
ican public that stamps of the First 
Foreign Trade Week were “sold out in 
the first day.” 

Inasmuch as these commemoratives 
were issued on July 5, (to “say it with 
vegetables”), local dealers and collectors 
met this “yellow advertisement” with 
riped tomatoes. 

They declare that the misleading in- 
formation given in the advertisement is 
detrimental to the interest of the Amer- 
ican stamp collecting public, and that 
the dealer in question, sacrificed busi- 
ness ethics just to drum a good sales 
build. 

For the information of American col- 
lectors, your correspondent wishes to 
report that the Trade Week stamps were 
NOT sold out on the first day, and as a 
matter of fact, they are still for sale at 
the Philatelic Section, Bureau of Posts, 
Manila, at the time of writing (August 
27). 

Official figures released as to the total 
issues of the Trade Week stamps are: 
500,000 for 2c; 166,700 for 6c; and 60,- 
000 for 50c. First day sales amounted 
to P13,177.64, or roughly, 43% of the 
total issue, taking 60,000 sets as a mat- 
ter of basis. 

Evidently, the statement, “the highest 
value of the set was sold out completely 
within a day or so,” as smoked out by a 
New York columnist lately, is another 
unfounded statement.

Editor’s Notebook 


POSTER STAMPS Of recent years it 

has been customary 
for most stamp clubs to issue a poster 
stamp to commemorate and advertise 
annual affairs and at the same time raise 
funds to finance the show. The scheme 
has been very successful in all three re- 
spects and has in many cases added to 
our mementoes a souvenir of a pleasant 
occasion. The cost has seldom exceeded 
a few cents and knowing that the funds 
so gained will be used to advance the 
hobby, these issues have been tolerantly 
received. It seems fair enough that the 
hobby should pay its own advertising 
expenses and particularly in such a 
harmless manner. Cachets have been 
losing ground for years and brought in 
much smaller revenues, so poster stamps 
became their logical successors. 

Just as was the case with cachets, non- 
philatelic groups sooner or later “got

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could for non-philatelic purposes while 
the getting is good. The novelty is now 
wearing off for collectors, as at first 
pictorial perforated non-philatelic labels 
were uncommon; but now the non-phila- 
telic poster stamp has become in the 
main a nuisance. These panhandlers mas- 
querading as philatelic items even have 
the nerve to request free advertising in 
the stamp papers, and sometimes get it. 
Just because we do buy heavily of some 
issues of postage stamps that are more 
label than postage stamp, is no reason 
for assuming we must consider every- 
thing gummed and perforated as fit sub- 
ject for mounting in our stamp albums. 

We don’t say that a person should not 
collect non-philatelic poster stamps. You 
can collect anything you like and we all 
do just that. But it’s something else when 
some non-philatelic collecting mania 
starts pretending it is philately. As far 
as we’re concerned the collecting of non- 
philatelic poster stamps is no more phi- 
lately than is the collecting of antiques 
or buttons and therefore have no place 
in the news columns of this paper.

Temples To Minerva 


The visitor to Guatemala encounters 
in villages and cities throughout the 
republic Temples To Minerva, or more 
correctly we should say the ruins of such 
temples or just incomplete ones. Back in 
1898 Manuel Estrada Cabrera was 
“elected” president of Guatemala, a posi- 
tion to which the electorate returned him 
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for many years, sometimes by the un- 
explained phenomenon of more votes 
than were qualified voters. Somewhere 
Cabrera had learned that the Roman 
Goddess Minerva had something to do 
with education (she was claimed to be 
the patron of learning) and being a firm 
believer in education, particularly in 
Guatemala, the President determined to 
honor the mythical patroness. So the 
President decreed that every hamlet and 
town should honor Minerva by erecting 
a temple to her. Since many of the 
towns were very small and quite poor, 
the temples often turned out to be carica- 
tures of the stately Roman and Greek 
temples of ancient times. Some were 
constructed of logs; others had only grass 
roofs; and a few were solidly constructed 
of concrete. The largest of these tributes 
was the Palace of Minerva erected at the 
capital, shown on the 6c stamp of 1902, 
current for many years. Open on four 
sides, its columns uphold a roof erected 
on the classical style of ancient Rome. 

President Cabera however conducted 
himself so queerly that finally Congress 
became suspicious and mustered up 
enough courage to send a commission to 
inquire into the President’s sanity. Much 
of the army being with Congress in its 
dispute with the President, he took 
refuge in the fortress of La Palma and 
opened fire on the city. This proved un- 
tenable and Cabrera was forced to resign 
in September, 1920. The temples of 
Minerva remain as his monument, the 
sprawling concrete columns and rusted 
steel framework perpetuating his memory 
in the country he ruled for 23 years. 

This stamp design, by the way in- 
cludes some of the smallest lettering 
found on any postage stamp. At a glance 
there appears to be no inscription in the 
vignette but the title below the picture 
“Palace of Minerva.” But under a glass, 
across the facade of the Palace appears 
the legend, “Manuel Estrada Cabrera A 
La Juventud Estudiosa.” Literally from 
the President to the studious youths. 
Sort of a forerunner of Switzerland’s 
Pro Juventute issues.

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Printing and Four States Plates Electric Eyes 


Surprise of the list of the new stamp plates manufactured during August is 
that plates for both the 3c Printing and 3c Four States stamps are Electric Eye 
plates. These will be the first Electric Eye commemoratives. For the first time a 
new descriptive term, “Convertible” is used in connection with electric eye plates 
but its meaning is not clear; an explanation will appear as soon as the information 
is available. It will be noted the Four States stamp will be large size. It is also 
worth noting that only two plates of this month’s output are not Electric Eye. 
The non-postage plates will probably appear at stamp shows of the future, it being 
found more practical to exhibit this sort of plate rather than stamp plates, as the 
latter are subject to damage. Only two plates not previously sent to press, are 
reported this month, the 144c Martha Washington sidewise coil plates 22221 and 
22222. Following are the new plates manufactured during August:

Hill Vs. Chalmers Dispute 
Renewed 





Since the 1880’s a dispute has been 
occasionally revived regarding the inven- 
tion of the adhesive postage stamp. Row- 
land Hill is generally given the credit, 
having proposed in the second edition of 
a pamphlet on postal reforms that 
gummed bits of paper be used. The edi- 
tion appeared in 1837. Descendants of a 
James Chalmers, bookseller, and printer, 
of Dundee, Scotland, have claimed their 
ancestor was the inventor of the adhesive 
stamp. Old employees told of their part 
in making specimens of the essay Chal- 
mers submitted in 1834 to friends and 
which in 1837 was reviewed by a Parlia- 
ment committee. The evidence seemed 
conclusive that Chalmers had been the 
first to suggest the adhesive postage 
stamp, but his suggestions were not 
adopted. Hill, the Chalmers’ supporters 
claim, receives the credit for the inven- 
tion of the stamp though actually he was 
only the first successful proposer of postal 
reforms. A granddaughter of Chalmers is 
once more attempting to obtain recogni- 
tion of Chalmers as inventor, in view of 
the approaching centenary of the adhe- 
sive stamp. 

The question has come in time to the 
point that the public is asked to choose 
between recognition of the actual inven- 
tor who failed to have his invention 
adopted; or the man whose ability caused 
the idea to be adopted. Hill in his own 
stories of his struggle for postal reforms 
shows that he advocated a stamped sheet 
(the Mulreadys) and did not advocate 
the adhesive stamp until the Parliament 
committee declared the stamped sheet 
idea not suitable, this being in 1839, five 
years after Chalmers had distributed 
samples of his proposed adhesives. 





The Hind Sale 


William C. Kennett, Jr., Tampa, Fla., 
former philatelic secretary to the late 
Arthur Hind advises the KenMore Kol- 
lector that the famous collection brought 
in actual sales: U. S. $245,208, Foreign 
$674,385. Also that an estimated $50,000 
worth of Mauritius are held for future 
sales and the ic British Guiana can be 
expected to bring $35,000. The latter 
stamp at its last auction offering brought 
bids nearly to that sum. The KenMore 
firm is acting as sales agent for the 
rarity.

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition g 
St. Louis, Mo., closed late in 1904 — 35 
years ago, yet one of the buildings of the 
almost forgotten international exposition 
was depicted on two stamps issued jp 
1937.

who has never been beyond the United 
States boundaries can today say he ha 
been in a building in Brazil. For after 
the exposition closed, the building was 
carefully taken apart and transported to 
Rio de Janeiro, set up again and is now 
used by the Ministry of Justice as fed- 
eral headquarters of that department. In 
its first years in Rio it served as meeting 
place of the Brazilian Senate until Presi. 
dent Vargas several years ago took over 
the reins of government completely, end- 
ing the existence of the legislative body. 
The building sits in a tropical setting in 
the park at the end of the avenue named 
for the Baron of Rio Branco, one of 
Brazil’s greatest statesmen, who has been 
depicted on its stamps. This is the main 
street of the capital. The Palace, by the 
way, as you may have guessed, was 
named for James Monroe, President of 
the U. S. at the time Brazil gained its 
independence.

Scotts NET? 

It has been my observation that the 
trend of catalogs is toward the NET 
PRICE basis. I admit that one would 
not have to gaze in a crystal ball to 
gather this conclusion. This trend as far 
as Precancels are concerned can no doubt 
be traced to the success with which the 
Bureau Print catalog has acquitted itself 
on a NET BASIS. That other students 
in the general field have recognized that 
NET Pricing is something that should be 
studied and considered is attested by the 
article the writer Argus in the September 
issue of the Stamp Wholesaler emitted. 
Reviewing the advance sheets of the new 
1940 Scott’s Catalog and commenting on 
the good and bad points of the book we 
quote: 

“It will remain a detriment and con- 
tinue to hinder philatelic business until 
certain drastic changes in policy are 
made. In my opinion the most important 
is the revision of prices to an absolutely 
net basis. To a level where a stamp cat- 
aloguing $1.00 will be worth retail $1.00 
and not $1.50 because it happens to be 
a Liechtenstein “sleeper” or 5c because 
it happens to be a Nicaragua “dog.” The 
way things are priced now a hundred 
different discounts are possible to the 
confusion of collectors and dealers alike.” 


FURTHER STATEMENTS BY ARGUS 


“All this must be adjusted, stamps 
should be valued at what they sell for in 
actuality and not what they are worth 
in theory. When writers in the general 
stamp field recognize that there is some- 
thing wrong, that high prices with huge 
discounts are just fantasies that bring in 
no material results and often do a great 
deal of harm, that advertised discounts 
are a worn out advertising vehicle, it 
puzles one that the discount system has 
survived as long as it has.”

I have already told the story of the 
issuance and withdrawal of the new 
German Reichs Party Day stamp, pic- 
turing Chancellor Hitler. I would like 
to mention at this time that additional 
supplies have not arrived and the small 
original shipment received is hardly 
enough to satisfy any demands whatso- 
ever from dealers. Wholesale quantities 
do not exist, and the price of these 
stamps is jumping hourly. 





The Algeria New York World’s Fair 
stamp is another very elusive item. An 
original shipment reached New York. 
This was immediately gobbled up and 
further supplies are not forthcoming. The 
present war in Europe is crippling com- 
merce and resulting in an acute shortage 
on this and other New Issues. Mean- 
while, Collectors and dealers in New 
York are now trying to locate the one 
dealer here who has this scarce set. 





The most popular and_ speculative 
stamps today are those from Poland and 
Danzig. I can’t help remembering what 
happened to Austrian and Czechoslovak- 
ian stamps upon their countries’ annexa- 
tion to Germany. And today, because of 
the newspaper publicity given to these 
countries plus the limited supplies here 
in America, these Polish and Danzig 
stamps are now on a very sound basis, 
with prices continuously on the rise. 





A recent article published in the New 
York World-Telegram relates that the 
World War has brought a boom in stamp 
collecting because stamps are regarded by 
many as stable securities. Philatelic ex- 
perts predicted today a strengthening in 
prices. Despite the war, most advertised 
sales are being held as usual. 





The last few issues from Germany are 
not only popular issues, but also very 
scarce items. Up till recent weeks, it 
was a simple matter to trade with Ger- 
man philatelists on the barter basis and

receive New Issues at a fair price. But 
today this practice is banned and a pen- 
alty of ten years in a concentration camp 
is imposed upon violators. However, cer- 
tain people have been smuggling these 
stamps out of Germany and supplies 
though small have been forthcoming. But 
today, due to the war and even greater 
vigilance, this practice is almost com- 
pletely stopped. For this reason, and 
the fact that transportation is so diffi- 
cult now, these recent German issues are 
a GOOD buy, as wholesale prices on 
many items have already doubled. 





Here’s a tip for those of you who may 
be desirous of getting some of the specu- 
lative new issues at something approach- 
ing a reasonable price. Opinion here is 
that the stamps of Slovakia are going 
up in price but the rise hasn’t really 
started yet. We wouldn’t invest the 
widow’s mite in this manner but as tips 
go, this one comes from what the local 
war correspondents have been describing 
as “sources hitherto reliable.” 


Air Service Curtailed 





Effective with outbreak of hostilities 
between Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many the trans-Atlantic air mail service 
was curtailed in so far as easthound 
terminus. The planes now go east as far 
as Foynes, Ireland and Lisbon, Portugal. 
Ordinary mails for Poland are being 
routed through Roumania, while German 
mails are being routed through neutral 
countries.

Two stamps which have suddenly be- 
come elusive although generally consid- 
ered quite common are the 4d. K.G.V. 
orange (Scott 113) and 6d. Kangaroo, 
brown, both printed on the C. of A. 

It is quite safe to 
predict that these two stamps are due for 
a rapid rise in future catalogues. 


The reason for their comparative 
scarcity is the fact that although they 
were obtainable at the General Post Of- 
fice since 1932, their use on mails was 
not extensive because of the very large 
stocks of these two values on paper wa- 
termarked small multiple “Crown A,” 
which had to be used up first. This re- 
sulted in the “C. of A.” stamps not being 
used to any extent until 1937. Further- 
more the 6d. value in the Kookaburra 
design (Scott 139) was also in use con- 
currently with the K-roo stamp and the 
use of the 14d value is very limited since 
its only task is to add the extra fraction 
to a 1!4d. postcard addressed to foreign 
countries. 


When the new pictorial series was in- 
troduced in 1938, the 44d. and 6d. values 
along with all other Kangaroo and King 
George V stamps were sold at the post 
offices until stocks on hand became ex- 
hausted and it was only then that many 
dealers found the two unobtrusive stamps 
missing from their stocks. Already used 
copies of the 6d. Kangaroo are quoted 
in the open market at a substantial pre- 
mium over face value and mint are nat- 
urally much more elusive. 


I was rather pleasantly surprised to 
find one day a reproduction of the design 
used by Linprint Inc. on their first day 
baseball covers reproduced in one of the 
largest Australian dailies, the Melbourne 
Herald. Evidently one of the Herald 
newspapermen received a first day cover 
and since there is at present a baseball 
carnival in full swing in Melbourne, it 
was quite fitting to introduce the U. S. 
3c. stamp, and quite a lot of prominence 
was given to the inscription on the cover 
which read: “America prefers base balls 
to cannon balls.” 


The Federal Government is at present 


5| considering the abolition of the 3d. air- 


mail surcharge which has been in force 
since 1929. At the present moment a 
1% oz. airmail letter posted from Mel- 
bourne to any part of Australia or to 
England must bear 5d. of which 2d. is 
the ordinary postage and 3d.—the sur- 
charge. On the other hand it costs only 
114d. to post an airmail letter from New 
Zealand to England and moreover the 
same letter must be shipped first to Aus- 
tralia and then be transferred to the 
same flying boat which carries the Aus- 





tralian letter. This paradoxical situation 
has resulted in large quantities of mail. 
being shipped from Australia to New 
Zealand agents who re-post it by air to 
England. Thus a saving of nearly one 
week on the ship mail between Australia 
and England is effected and the cost re 
duced. 


PAPUA 


The commemorative airmail set of five 
denominations (2d., 3d., 5d., 8d. and 
1/-) which was issued on September 6, 
1938, is to be withdrawn on the same 
date of this year and any remainders left 
on hand will be officially destroyed. This 
attractive airmail set has received very 
little publicity and it will be interesting 
to compare the figures of quantities sold 
(when they are released) with those of 
other Papuan commemoratives. The 
commemorative set will be replaced by a 
regular airmail series consisting of the 
same five denominations and probably 
in the same colors, but in an altered de- 
sign. 


The official description of the new 
design is as follows (courtesy A.S.M.): 

“The design shows two natives stand- 
ing on their peculiar rafts propelling 
them by means of long poles. Overhead 
there flies an aeroplane of the D.H. 
86B type which is the type used in the 
mail service. A full face portrait of His 
Majesty the King is placed in an oval 
shape at the right hand side of the 
stamps. 

“Superimposed over a_ representation 
of native ornament at the top of the 
stamp is the title “Papua,” whilst at the 
base of the design are the words “‘Air- 
mail Postage.” 

“The figures denoting the denomina- 
tion are also near the base of the design 
on the left side. 

“The engraving and printing of the 
new stamps is being carried out by the 
Australian Note and Stamp Printer.” 


TONGA 


The Jubilee series issued on October 
12, 1938, to mark the 20th Anniversary 
of the Accession of Queen Salote will be 
withdrawn on October 11 of this year 
and remainders on hand will be de- 
stroyed under official supervision.

® Once in the early days of the federal 
postal service a letter was received at 
one large city with directions on it to 
be delivered “to any respectable attor- 
ney.”

10¢e SMOKY MOUNTAINS 


Hail to the stamp collector! The 43rd 
annual convention of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans, held at Asheville, 
N. C., August 26-28, 1937, was honored 
by the P. O. Department by the issue of 
a gummed souvenir sheet 2.7 inches wide 
by 3.1 high, with the usual long-winded 
inscriptions on the four sides. It carries 
a single stamp, a reprint of the 10c Na- 
tional Park stamp of 1934, but in light 
green instead of gray. 

Asheville was the first day city, where 
164,215 covers were cancelled on August 
26th. Another rash of speculation broke 
out over the fact that but two million 
of the sheets were to be issued, but it 
was cured by the fact that three million 
more were authorized, and 5,277,445 were 
actually sold by the P. O. Department. 
They were printed from flat plates 21695 
and 21696.
